3. The newly cited patent to Malavazos et al. discloses a slot machine comprising at 
the top display portion of the slot machine, one group of concentric rotatable wheels, 
each rotatable wheel having indicia. 

4. None of the cited reference alone or in combination teach the claimed "a plurality 
of separate groups of rotatable wheels, each group having a plurality of rotatable 
wheels, each of said wheels having a viewable annular surface", and "at least one 
payline, the payline indicating a line along at least two of said groups to indicate a group 
of indicia".
